But with such an object in view we 
would take the best part of the day, 
start early. ord cive uponrdanch.  Fol- 
lowing theeicoctionsgiven, we procecded 
down the vcautibul svelley of Tveres, 
between the summits of (Costa Belluond 
the mountains ef the Moors. the battes 
mane sostagresiive of thee tunes when 
ell this lend was racked by piratical 
incursions of those savage miaratders, 
Crossing the rapid Lith Gapand river 
after two or three miles’ walk, and fol- 
lowing its banks, we looked in cil direc 
tions tor the stately edifice we exrocted 
to show its towers above th: yellow 
syeainores, but in vain. Finally, being 
directed by the most polite of French 
cavaliors, whom we fortunately met, 
and who miicht have ridden directly out 
of the middle ages, we turned dow a 
muddy lane and founda ranch!
